But 
the high level of traffic this year 
date knocked out the claim of 
expediency 

“The Provifice of Alberta,” the 
brief continued, “maintains that 
there is insufficient reason for any 
hasty action in increasing freight 
rates by a method that has only 
its simplicity to recommend it 

On both outgoing and incoming 
freight, said the brief, Alberta gen- 
erally was subject to “the highest 
rates of any area in Canada.” 


“WHILE IN MANY instances,” it 
added, “lower rates in other parts 
of Canada are due to water-borne 
or motor truck competition, which 
are either absent or not as fully 
developed in the prairie provinces 
the latter territory should not be 
burdened with a rate structure 
which enables the railways to meet 
this competition at unprofitable 
rates 

‘It is therefore extremely import 
ant, if any additional burden is to 
be imposed, that it should be ap- 
portioned so as to fall equally on 
all sections of the Dominion. A 
horizonta] increase in the existing 
rates would not achieve this end.” 

Dealing with competitive rates 
the brief said competitive forces 
might make it impossible for the 
railways to make an increase uni- 
form. Thus, “non-competitive areas 
such as Alberta will in effect be re- 
quired to assume an even greater 
proportional share of the burden 
than they now bearing 

“THE INEVITABLE result would 
be to inctease the cost of living 
in Alberta to a greater degree than 
in the other provinces,” the brie 
declared

Compared to the practice in many other

Another way would be for Par 
liament to appoint its own judge 
or commissioner to hear Quebec 
divorce cases—simply formalizing 
his decrees by one blanket bill 
which could be automatically 
passed through all stages of par- 
liament on the one day each year.

IN ANY EVENT, the laws gov- 
erning divorce should be changed 
to substitute honesty for hypocrisy, 
The overwhelming majority of the 
people of Canada believe in div- 
oree on any grounds which make 
it impossible for couples ta live 
together in an honest, decent 
marriage. 

It is a crime to refuse a divorce 
to a man or woman deliberately, 
permanently deserted by the mar- 
riage partner.

The high price of butts cut down 
consumption okay, by about 25 
per cent, but as usual it was the 
little fellow who got sapped—the 
bus driver, the cabbie, the grocer’s 
clerk, the civil servant, and all the 
small fry who are just barely mak- 
fng out with the family budget. 
It is a very strange thing, this type 
of economics, but it never seems 
to fail, either on this side of the 
water, or on ours, but whenever 
the boys wind up with the old 
blackjack aimed at the noggins of 
the rich, there is a swish, some- 
body ducks and ‘there stands Joe 
Blow, the poor guy, with another 
lump on his skull. 


Helps Well-To-Do 


I have yet to come across a well- 
to-do Englishman who is short of 
a smoke. On the contrary, he is 
doing just fine now, since he can 
buy them when he wants to, 
whereas before they were in short 
supply. And the working stiff is
